The President Advocates Fed- 
eral Ownership of Mineral-and 
Ranch Lands and Radical Pro- 
gramme of Income and Inheri- 
tance Taxation to Check Swol- 
len Fortunes—Jim Hill Gloomily 
Predicts Government Owner- 
ship and Failure of Republic. 
Mayor Schmitz of San Fran- 
cisco Convicted of Graft—Or- 
chard on Stand Professes Re- 
ligion — Hughes Vetoes Two 
Cent Fare Law. 


POLITICAL 


Vetoes Two Cent Fare Bill. 

Disagreeing radically with the action 
taken by the governors of eleven other 
states which have put upon the statute 
books laws requiring railroads to car- 
ry passengers at 2 cents-a-mile, Goy- 
ernor Hughes of New York vetoed the 
two cent fare bill which had been pass- 
ed by the legislature. The states which 
now have a twocent 
law in force are: Ar- 
kansas, Illinois, In- 
diana, Iowa, Minne- 
sota, Mississippi, Ne- 
braska, North Caro- 
Hna, Ohio, Oklaho 
ma ‘and Pennsylva- 
nia. 

In his veto mes- 
Governor Hughes. sage Governor 
Hughes says that the time is too crit- 
ical and the bfll too arbitrary. He 
complains that the bill was not based 
upon proper investigation as to the jus- 
tice of the lower rate, and thinks it rep- 
resents a policy “seriously mistaken 
and pregnant with disaster.” Although 
he agrees that the railroad corporations 
should be strictly supervised by the 
state and that they should perform 
their services ‘at reasonable rates, he 
thinks that any injustice on their part 
does not justify injustice from the 
state toward them. The governor pre- 
fers that matters of this kind be taken 
up by the public service commissions 
recently authorized by law, and he 
questions the validity of the proposed 
law if it were enacted. 

The Conference on Harriman. 

The result of a formal cabinet con- 
ference upon the government’s attitude 
toward the alleged illegal acts of B. H. 
Harriman and other railway manipu- 
lators was reported in Washington to 
be the determination to prosecute the 
Harriman companies or combinations, 
but not Harriman as an individual. It 
was said that they had not sufficient 
evidence involving Harriman in illegal 
management to justify his personal 
prosecution, and furthermore, that the 
evidence already given by Harriman 
concerning his transactions would in- 
sure him immunity.

Georgia day et.the Jamestown ex- 
position was in reality the background 
for the figure wf President. Roosevelt 


in the act of staking out his political | 


preserves or future hunting grounds. 
In the course of two remarkable 
speeches the nation’s chief and admit- 
ted master of the Republican party ad- 
vocated federal ownership of coal, oil, 
mineral and ranch lands, full employ- 
ers’ liability for all accidents to em- 
ployees without regard to contributory 
negligence and the income and inhert- 
tance taxes for the prevention of 
swollen fortunes. 

Accompanied by Mrs. Roosevelt, the 
president arrived at Norfolk on the 
yacht Mayflower early, and, taking the 
Georgia officials on board, he proceed- 
ed to review the great international 
fleet of warships representing seven 
nations. As they passed each ship 
saluted the president with twenty-one 
guns. Next the presidential party 
went ashore to dedicate the Georgia 
building, which is an exact replica of 
the home of the president’s mother, 
Bulloch Hall, at Roswell, Ga., a courte- 
sy which the president -highly appre- 
clated.. It was during this address 
that the president urged the south to 
go on with its war against child labor 
in factories and declared himeelf for 
legislation holding. the employers fe- 
sponsible for damages on account of 
all accidents to employees, irrespective 
of negligence on the part of the in- 
jured.. Thus he argued that the risks 
of labor would be diffused through the 
consumers in whose interest primarily 
the work is performed. He would 
have definite compensation fixed for all 
accidents, so that suits at law would 
be unnecessary. He said the railroads 
were prompt tc Ask the protection of 
the federal courts in times of riot and 
disorder, and’ it was equally proper 
that they should be held Hable for ac- 
eidents to their employees. 

It was in his afternoon speech to the 
National Editorial association that the 
president denounced the private owner- 
ship of coal lands, arguing that “such 
mineral resources belong In a pecullar 
degree to the whole people.” Under 
private contro! there was waste in the 
pursuit of profit. The mineral fuels 
were as necessary to our prosperity as 
the forests, “with this difference that 
“coal does! not grow and trees do.” 
The same applied to. the public range 
of the west. Reviewing the recent tax 


laws.of European countries, the presi- ; 


dent emphasized his well known views 
in favor of the graduated tncome and 
inheritance taxes* td compel the big 
fortunes to bear their share and to 
limit their size. This, he said, could 
not be in any way a tax on thrift or 
Industry, but, on the other hand, it 
offered one method for preserving “a 
measurable equality of opportunity” 
for the coming generation. . Neverthe- 
1 he hoped that our “superbly self- 
reliant individualism” would never be 
exchanged for a “deadening socialism.” 
Day Assails the President. 

In his baccalaureate sermon at Syra- 
euse university Chancellor Day charg- 
ed that the courts, congress and legis- 
jatures_had been overridden by the 
Roosevelt administration, saying that 
the lines between the different depart- 
ments of the government were fast 
disappearing under an autocracy “as 
tyrannical and supreme as the world 
has ever known.” The constitution has 
become a “mere elastic band to hold 
the states in compact at the adjusting 
will of the chief executive.” The same 
sort of criticism Day applied to New 
York state in its recent enactment of 
the public utilities law at the behest 
of Governor Hughes. “And ours is a 
government by commissions,” remark- l 
ed the chancellor sarcastically. He re- 
ferred to the recent shrinkage of six 
billions in values as a warning. 
Railroads Oppose Two Cent Rate. 

The representative of eighteen Mis- 
souri railroads has asked the United 
States district court at Kansas City to 
restrain the state from enforcing the 
2 cent passenger rate law and also 
from enforcing the live stock rates en- 
acted by the last legislature. The new 
Passenger law wis to go into effect 
June 14.

Brewers Ousted From Kansas, 

The Kansas supreme court has grant- 
ed a judgment ousting from the state 
the Anheuser-Busch Brewing ‘associa- 
tion permanently.

The order does not con- 
template the confiscation of the com- 
pany’s property except enough to pay 
the cost of the proceedings.

Receiver For Waters-Pierce. 

Judge Brooks, at Austin, Tex., an- 
nounced that he would appoint a re- 
ceiver to take charge of the affairs of 
the Waters-Pierce Oil company in 
Texas pending an appeal from the 
verdict ousting it from the state. He 
justified this action on the ground that 
the company had declared its inten- 
tion of continuing to violate the laws 
of the state pending an appeal of the 
suit. ; t 
Mayor Schmitz Convicted. 

After Mayor Schmitz of San Francis- 
co had taken the stand in -his own de- 
fense and had flatly contradicted the 
testimony of former Commissioner 
Reagan as to protecting the French 
restaurants the climax of the trial 
came when the state called Abraham 
Ruef, former boss of the corrupt city 
machine and canfessed accepter of flle- 
gal fees, who had been on terms of in- 
timacy with Schmitz, Ruef swore that 
he had divided equally with the mayor 
the $5,000 fee received from the French 
restaurants for protection from moles- 
tation and for the granting of licenses 
after the old licenses had been revoked.

Pullman Company Denies It. 

The Pullman Sleeping Car company 
has served notice on the interstate com- 
merce commission that the validity of 
the railroad rate act in so far as it has 
been applied to the sleeping car com- 
panies will be tested in the courts.

Milliken Steel Plant Failure. 

Milliken Bros., the company operat- 
ing the big steel plant on Staten island 
which has contracts for the steel work 
on the Pennsylvania terminal at New 
York, were put into bankruptcy Mon- 
day on the petition of four creditors, 
the liabilities being put at $6,500,000, of 


which over half were unsecured. The |, 


assets were estimated at $8,000,000, 
and the attorney for the company said 
the creditors would be paid in full if 
they were patient. The business will 
go on. The failure is generally regard- 
ed as the result of “too much prosper- 
ity” in the shape of extensive orders 
beyond the capacity of the plant, con- 
tracts on hand amounting to $5,000,000. 


Bank Deposits Called In. 

The treasury department has: issued 
a call for the return by July 10 of $30,- 
000,000 of public deposits received by 
the national banks since Sept. 27, 1906. 
This is expected to maintain the status 
of the money market, as the amount re- 
called is smaller than that which the 
government will pay out July 1 in re- 
deeming the 4 per cent bonds which 
mature on that date. 


Fails to Break Stock Exchange. 

The failure of A. H. Appleyard, a 
broker and promoter, was announced 
on the Philadelphia stock exchange as 
a result of his effort to illustrate the 
virtue of the Lawson recipe for putting 
the exchange out of business. He had 
dumped about 15,000 shares of United 
Gas Improvement stock upon the mar- 
ket, thus forcing the price down three 
points,. but the break ‘was not what he 
had predicted, as the traders, being 
suspicious, had called upon him for 
a deposit of security or money against 
his sales. This was what caused) his 
failure. If within six months he does 
not settle his indebtedness he will be 
expelled from the exchange, and the 
proceeds from the sale of his seat will 
be divided among his creditors, It will

June 11 news came from Mexico

boat and then landed troops. It was 
believed that the objective point was 
San Jose, Guatemala, and that Presi- 
dent Zelaya of Nicaragua had declared 
war against Guatemala. Later the Sal- 
vadoran minister at Washington re- 
ceived dispatches from President Fi- 
gueroa, saying that the Salvadoran 
troops had routed the revolutionists at 
Sonsonate, and that the latter were 
endeavoring to reembark at Acajutla, 
being hotly pursued.

Dispatches state that Florencio Mo- 
rales and Bernardo Mora, the Guate- 
malans who assassinated General Bar- 
rillas, ex-president of Guatemala, have 
after two days’ trial been sentenced to 
death. Mora confessed that he was 
instigated by General Lima, aid to 
President Cabrera of Guatemala, who 
gave him $500 to kill Barrillas. 
Japanese Minority Bellicose. 

Viscount Tani, leader of the opposi- 
tion in the house of peers at Tokyo, 
and Count Okuma, the retired head of 
the progressive party in Japan, have 
been quoted in certain opposition news- 
papers as taking a decidedly unfriend- 
ly attitude toward the United States 
on account of the persecution of Japa- 
nese In California: Tani’s alleged 
statement is that the people of Japan 
must appeal to arms should diplomacy 
fail to bring a satisfactory solution, 
and he adds that “America will yield, 
for its people are radically commercial 
in their sentiments.”

Government Ownership Inevitable. 

James J. Hill, president of the Great | 
Northern, upon arriving at New York 
gave to the press an interview in which 
he said that eventually he believed that 
the government would be forced to 
lend its credit to the railroads in or- 
der to finance their necessities, based 
upon the demands of the, public for bet- 
ter conditions of the service, and that 
this would eventually lead to govern- 
ment ownership of the railroads.

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A distinct compliment was paid the 
representative from Andover yesterday 
in the action of the Legislative Com- 
mittee on Railroads in reporting unan- 
imously the “Cole bill”, with some 
minor amendments, designed to control 
the consolidation of the N. Y., N. H. 
& H. and the Boston & Maine railroads. 

The issue involved is probably the 
most important that has come up in 
Massachusetts in the past fifty years, 
and has attracted wide-spread attention 
because of the many intricacies attend- 
ant upon legislation that should cover 
both foreign and domestic corporations 
The bill intreduced by Speaker Cole, 
and now approved by the committee, 
approached the question from the new 
position of asserting the right of the 
State to regulate the power of any 
public service corporation to vote stock. 
The wide difference of opinion held as 
to the right of the State to control 
actua] stock transfers was entirely 
ignored, and upon the new theory now 
promises to rest the question of the 
efficiency of Massachusetts law in re- 
straining an  out-of-the-state railroad 
corporation from controlling the affairs 
of a domestic railroad company. 

The other principal feature of the 
bill that has been approved. covers the 
process of law under which the great 
question of a consolidated railroad may 
he ultimately settled. 
stay of proceedings that are not in 
accord with Massachusetts laws, the 
second great issue as to the: merits of 
the question isin order. Many men are 
strongly convinced that such. a consol- 
idation as is being promoted would 
prove extremely beneficial to the State 
and its business interests. Under the 
“Cole bill” time is provided for a full 
and intelligent consideration of the 
merits of such a claim. 

Provision is made for an easy bring- 
ing of the matter before the railroad 
commissioners, for a hearing upon all 
the technical features involved, and for 
a report of their findings to the next 
General Court for final action. Every 
contingency that could be thought. of 
as to stock watering, increased fares, 
and other public interests, has been 
looked after, and the measure as a 
whole is being widely approved. One 
of the strongest endorsements that 
could come, for a measure fraught with 
such importance to business interests, 
is quoted in the following approval 
given by the Boston Merchants’ Asso- 
ciation through its legislative chairman, 
who says in Thursday’§ Transcript : 

“The discussions of the-association and 
the action taken by it as well as the gen- 
eral opinions gathered, by us among the 
business men of the city indicate very 
clearly two facts. First, that the business 
men of Boston are not prepared to state 
that the New Haven- Boston & Maine 
merger is necessarily a bad thing for the 
city of Boston. In fact, under certain 
conditions and proper regulations, there 
is a strong feeling that good may come 
of it. On the other hand, the feeling is 
apparently equally strong that there is 
not sufficient information before the 
public at the present time tc enable the 
community to form a proper opinion on 
the subject. The causes leading to the 
merger, the torces back of it, and their 
bearings on the welfare of Massachusetts 
are not clear; and there are indications 
that the whole story has not been told 
and that there is something more in, the 
situation than appears on the surface. 

“T think I am well within the truth in 
stating that seventy-five per cent. of the 
members of the Boston Merchants’ Asso- 
ciation, as well as the business commu- 
nity generally, believe that any legisla- 
tion enacted hastily at the present time 
should contain two fundamental ideas. 
First, ample time should be given for 
fullinvestigation and consideration of the 
subject in all its bearings, and second, 
such action should now be taken as can 
legally and properly be taken to keep the 
question in its present condition until 
ample time has been given for such con- 
sideration. And we feel that the Cole 
bill more nearly than any other is framed 
along these lines.” 

While the bill is not yet a law, the 
best opinion seems to be that it is 
bound to pass after due deliberation in 
both branches.

Inspiring Address to the Students Delivered by Rev. David 
N. Beach of Bangor Seminary 


Rev. David N. Beach of Bangor The- 
ological seminary preached the bacca- 
liureate sermon to the graduating class 
of Phillips Andover academy Sunday 
afternoon, his topic being “The Abun- 
dant Life.” 


He took as his text, John x:10—“I 
came that they may have life, and may 


| have it abundantly.” 
He said: | 


Tom Brown, captain of the Rugby 
Cricket Bleven, had, you-remember, at 
the end of his schooldays, stayed in 
town after most of the boys had scat- 
tered; and Doctor Arnold had himself 
departed for the Lakes, in order to 
play off certain celebrated matches, to 
wit, that with the Wellesburn Eleven, 
and that with the champion Lords’ 
Men, the Marylebone match, He had 
worked his team so skillfully as to beat 
Wellesburne by three wickets, and, on 
the arrival, the evening before their 
r.atclt, of the renowned Marylebones, 
he had managed to arrange a dance in 
the School Yard with such effect that 
his Bleven worked off their nervous 
scare at such antagonists, voted them 

fellows,.and were in great 
feather for the morrow, Then the 


surprise everyone in the forenoon, and, 
in the afternoon and beginning of the 
evening, put the enemy on its best be- 
havior to keep ahead; and at last, just 
as time wag called, had only nine runs 
to make to beat those champions, and 
two wickets left to do it in—a terribly 
close call for the Marylebones, and the 


sort of defeat which wae ‘in effect a 


huge victory for Rugby. 

When they had cheered the victors, 
taking their train for London, and Mr. 
Aislabile, thetr hero, had congratul2 
Tom and invited him to join their club 
when he should come up to town, you 
recall that, between the dance in the 
School Yard till it grew dark, and the 
supper and the chairing him about on 
the shoulders of the Eleven late in the 
evening ‘Tom took supper with that 
ofie of the sub-masters who was near- 
est to the boys. It was as he strode 
back from that supper at the eub-mas- 
ter’s ,ouse to rejoin the festivities, that 
he had surrendered to Doctor Arnold 
without terms, or, as Thomas Hughes 

uts it, “he gave way at all points, and 
he enemy marched right over him, 
cavalry, infantry and artillery, the 
land transport corps, and the camp 
followers.‘” - : 

For Tom’s eight years at Rugby had 
been great years not only for the 
school, and for Doctor Arnold, but for 
England. Things had been doing in 
the school in those years,-which were 
to revolutionize secondary education in 
Great Britain, which were to send @& 
new kind of men up to Oxford and 
Cambridge, and which were to send 
out into the world a set of fellows who, 
in the Doctor’s temper, were destined 
to be bottom of a large fraction of the 
best things wrought in the Snug Little 
Island for the next generation. 

Of course the school had gone on, in 
those eight years, by leaps and bounds. 
The Doctor had kept scoring in a series 
of hard fights against tradition, and 
the sons of Beliel who had tried to 
throw him, Tom-and his friend Harry 
East, now off as an officer in the In- 
dian army, had changed from deeming 
the Doctor their natural enemy and 
aiding his opponents, into backing him 
up. They were both hard fighters, 
Tom, in the celebrated encounter back 
of the Chapel, seconded by East, had 
fought Slogger Williams,—bully of the 
first water, but tremendous, and a ty- 
rant with a big following,—and, though 
the honors were drawn, had so done 
Williams that daylight was let in 
thereby toward a more livable life at 
the School; besides no end of other 
stout things wrought by the two boys 
and their friends, which had helped, 
on the student <side, to put Rugby at 
the front of all English Schools. There- 
fore, when Tom went to the Sub-Mas- 
ter’s house for supper after the Maryle- 
bone’s train had pulled out, he had 
done so, nét.in vanity, but with a 
comfoftable feeling that he and Bast 
had helped make history, and that 
Rugby. with them gone wouldn’t be 


quite. the same, even for-the Doctor,’ 


when the next year opened. 

But a thing or two leaked out while 
he and the Sub-Master drank their tea, 
for example: That discreet handler of 
boys had mentioned, at just the right 
moment, the great distress of mind 
Arnold had been in about. the said 
Brown and East same years back, lest 
they should go to the bad and all, 
which, to tell the truth, was then im- 
minent, as Tom now recalled; and 
how, as the Sub-Master put it, “the 
Doctor, at the beginning of the next 
half-year, looked out the best of the 
new boys, and separated him and 
East, and put the young boy._in_ his 
‘study.” ‘Not one of you boys,” added 
the Sub-Master, whom they all idol- 
ized,. “will ever know the anxiety you 
have given him, or the care with 
which he has watched over every step 
of your school lives.” : 

Then was the time when the “cavalry, 
infantry, and artillery,” marched right 
cver Tom in favor of the Doctor. For 
he remember that, though the slight 
and frail Arthur had become @ hardy 
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athlete through his tu and 
though Tom had _ought his battles for 


him until he had learned to do his own. 


fighting, he had, even the first night of 
Arthur’s coming, found him the brave 
boy and Tom himself the coward; and 


‘how Arthur and the Doctor had led 


him to the source of all strength, and 
how all that Tom and East were both 
worth had come from Aronld as their 
guiding spirit. , 

You remember the sequel; how, in 
Tom's Oxford days, vacationing In the 
Island of Skye, and fishing at a day’ 
end, one of his college friends discov- 
ered a badly tised up newspaper two 
weeks old, with the paragraph in it 
about Arnold’s death: how Tom could- 
n’t eat; how next morning he was oft 
‘for the South; and about that hour 
alone by the Doctor’s grave in Rugby 
Chapel, which put him far on his 
to a yet nobler life. : 

I went to Rugby Chapel, one sum- 
mer long ago, to be silent there too; 
and, last summer, at Arnold’s oli Sum- 
mer home at Ambleside in Westmor- 
land, I sat with Miss Frances Arnold, 
sister to Matthew Arnold, who was a 
child when her Father, the Doctor, 
died, and who told me many moving 
things about him. 


THE AMERICAN RUGBY. 


In a summer between the two, name- 
ly, that of 1894, not very long before 
Judge Hughes’ own death, I spent an 
evening with him and Mrs. Hughes in 
their Chester home. “Mrs. Tom Brown, 
everyone calls me,” Mrs. Hughes gai- 
ly said; added, ‘People ask for the 
manuscript of ‘Tom Brown's School- 
days.’ There isn’t any. We were poor 
then, and the story was written on the 
backs of envelopes.” Judge Hughes 
then went on, in his charming manner 
to explain that, having a boy to put 
at Rugby, and wanting to tell him 
some things which he could not well 
put into words, he hit upon the plan 
of writing the story. “It was,” he add- 
ed, in a low, reverent voice, “an in- 
spiration.” An inspiration indeed it 
was, a classic, steadily selling yet, the 
best story of boy life ever written; 
and the true biography, in.parable,. of 
one of the greatest teachers that the 
world has ever known, 

In a fine passage in a preface to the 
; , written after the book had had 
@ great run, Hughes discribes the sort 
of boy that .Arnold made; 

“For a ‘short time,” he says, “after 
a, boy has taken up such a life as Ar- 
nold would have urged upon him, 
has a hard time of it. He finds 
judgments often at fault, his body a 
intellect running awey with him into 
all sorts of pitfalls, and himself com- 
ing down with a crash. The mure se- 
riously he buckles to his work. the 
oftener these mischances seem to hap- 
pen. But let our Reviewer come across 
him again in a year or two, when 
the ‘thoughtful life’ has become habit- 
ual to him, and fits him as easily as 
his skin; if he be honest, I think he 
will see cause to er his judg- 
ment. For he will find the boy 
grown into a man, enjoying every-day 
life, as no man can who has not found 
cut whence comes the capacity for en- 
joyment, and who is the Giver of the 
least of the good things ‘of this 
world—humble, as no man can be who 
has not proved his own powerlessness 
to do right in the smallest act which 
he has ever had to do—tolerant, as no 
man can be who does not live daily 
and hourly in the knowledge of how 
Perfect Love is ever about his path, 
end bearing with and upholding him.” 

There aré many persons, some of 
them graduates of this School, and 
some of them only its friends and well- 
wishers, who always think of it at 
the American Rugby, and who. are 
ever.alert and glad for what is doing 
here; and by this perhaps round 
about way, I am coming to some 
things I want to say on this Baccalau- 
reate Sunday, especially to those leav- 
ing school, about the Arnold spirit, 
the Rugby spirit, the Phillips spirit, 
ag an alive and practical thing in the 
world. | On ‘ 


; FUN. 


The interesting thing about school- 
days, is that one, in them, is neither 
toy nor man, but half way between. 
There is something simply delicious in 
this middle ground, this half wild 
frontier. Tom Brown felt it tremen- 
acusly, He’d rather have lost the 
game than have shown a tear, but it 
was hard work keeping them back 48 
he thought of leaving school. He hiat- 
ed broadly to the Sub-Master that it 
might not be so bad for him to take 
an extra year at Rugby, to which prof- 
fer the Sub-Master was suitably ob- 
tuse. It was, tecause the last night 
tue. It was because the last night 
there was so hard for him that.he 
accepted the invitation to supper, and 
cut out part of the gaieties to do so. 

I remember here in Andover sitting 
in a room in one of the old Latin Cor- 
mons at the end of a day, one sum- 
mer many years ago, when the chap- 
el bell rang for the last time, and 
seeing a manly fellow, whose Latin 
Salutatory was so full of jokes that 
he was continually broken in upon 
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world! 

But in the same moment,—for that is 
the wonder of it, and blessedness of 
it—one is a man, almost, too, and can 
be as grave as he pleases, and can 
take high moral. ground, as Tom and 
East did gainst Slogger Williams, and 

or the Dostor—after he had won 
hem—against Eaton and Oxford and 
all Eng.and; and it is great fun tak- 
ing high moral ground, especially if 
it involves a fight. 

Oh, wasn't it great to be a boy in the 
Civil War, when a million men were 
afoot, and there were battles every day, 
ee Fao ie Pai thai ae had 

ps set you ughing in school, 
and had got you flogged for it, looking 
Daniel, and 


that same bg very likely, in the War 
Meeting, th everybody cheering, got 
up, and walked to the platform, and 
enlisted with a look as of the eternitics 
in his face, and within a week would 
be on the picket line where bullets were 
in order in place of the countersign, 
and he, may be, mowed down in the 


charge the next morning,—the high and 


} moral, even unto death for Country, in- 


termingled with all the pranks, and 
playfulness, and dreaminess of boy- 
hood! 

But why ever cease to be a boy? 
Why not carry the exuberance, the 
zest, the irresistible fun, into the 
whole of life? Wasn't that one reason 
why Lincoln, with his droll stories, 
that kept the heart in our people when 
there was a déad man in every house, 
won out? And isn’t that one reason 
why Mr. Roosevelt has even his ene- 
mies on his side, talking in the Har- 
vard Union until the oldest graduate 
goes’ wild, assuring the Yale crew that 
Taft is praying for them, and as well 
pleased as they when they have pulled 
over the line first, and fire a telegram 
after him declaring that “the effectual, 
fervent prayer of a righteous man 
availeth much?” 

Yes, to be a boy forever, never to say 
goodbye to it, a little graver, holding 
on to one’s self better, seeing a larger 
vision, more dead in earnest, but with 
the irrepressible zest and playfulness 
and winsomeness of boyhood,—that is 
the Rugby idea, and the Phillips idea, 
and the idea of Christ, who thrusts into 
one of the weightlest of his discourses 
an illustration out of a game he used 
to play at Nazareth, and would have 
been glad to be playing again, “life 
abundantly,” as he said, which never 
could be truly abundant if the fun and 
the boy were left out of it. 

I was greatly struck with this that 
night with Judge Hughes at Chester. 
He was some seventy years old, and 
Mrs. Hughes not much younger, but 

ou should have seen the twinkle in 

ic eyes, and heard his laugh, and 
watched how the two raillied each oth- 
er, and the sly fun that he insinuated 
into the whole evening. He signed the 
book, ‘Tom Brown's Schooldays,” ,“By

And 
I like nothing better, when I can get'up 
into the Aroostook, than to seek out 
Pill. Sewall, at Islands Falls, the Presi- 
dent’s old guide, and dig out of him 
how the President would take nothing 
from the biggest bully in the Dakotas, 
and how he.avent after and captured 
the river pirates. As for Hughes, soon 

| he was helping steer right the great 
Chartist labor movement, and the story 
is still told, how, at a big labor meet- 
ing, some one hisseq the Queen. 
Hughes was on a chair in fifteen sec- 
onds, and was cordially announcing 
that the next men that did that would 
settle accounts with him. As he was 
known to. be one of the best boxers in 
Pngland, no one cared to try it out 
with him, and there was no more trou- 
ble in the labor meetings.

But brain is needed to match brawn, 
and that fs the next point in the 
Rugby-Phillips idea. :

The Bradlee school gardens have at- 
tracted no little attention in Ballardvale. 
Early in the spring two beds, 36 by 14, 
were prepared. One bed was given to 
Grades IX and VIII, while the second 
was divided among the lower grades, 
with the exception of Grade I, which 
had no garden. Mr. Haggerty generous- 
ly contributed a load of fertilizer from 
the Engine House stable for the -Grade 
IX-VIIT garden and the children of the 
other grades brought dressing from 
home for the garden of the class in 
which they were a member.

Lettuce, onions, 
peas, carrots, tomatoes, radishes and 
several varieties of flowers wcre planted. 
Last week onions and radishes were 
marketed and $1.96 was received. This 
money constitutes afund of which a 
treasurer has been appointed and a bank 
account is to be opened, callen “‘The 
Bradlee School Garden Fund.” 

The boys of the different classes are 
to take care of the gardens during the 
summer and as the crops- mature they 
will market them.

Obituary. 


M. WARREN TUCK 


Late on Tuesday night, June 11, there 
passed away one of Andover’s life- -long 
residents, widely known and well es- 
teemed. M. Warren Tuck was born on 
9 River Road in West Andover, July 

, 1836, the son of John and Hannah 
Tooke He lived in the home where he 
was born until 1856, when his father 
bought the house near the West church, 
where the rest of his life was spent. He 
was a member of Co. H., First Heavy 
Artillery, being mustered in in July, 
1862, whére he.served for two years. 

By trade Mr. Tuck was a shoemaker, 
carrying on his business in a little shop 
on his own land as was the custom at 
that time, until the small shops were 
crowded out by the big concerns.
